DISCRIMINATING RATES. 

The question of freight rates is the 
most important that the people of the 
Northwest have to face, and of all the 
people of the Northwest it is the most 
important to those of the Edmonton 


district, by reason of the fact that Ed- | 
monton is the furthest north and west | 


agricultural settlement and therefore 
has to pay for a longer railway haul to 
and from the east than any other. 
Suppose the district has a quarter of 
a million bushels of grain for export, 
the difference of acent a bushel in 
rates will make a loss or gain of $2,500 
in cash to the farmers in the return re- 
ceived for their investments and labor 
anda like amount to the business men 
in there being that much more or les 
cash in circulation. If the exports 
from Edmonton station alone do not 
agyregate it will not be 
because the grain is not for sale, but

because the rates have prevented its | 


export,or because it has been purchased 


by new settlers for seed and feed. In 
the latter case the export price governs 


the local price, so that the result to the 
farmer who has grain to sell is the 
same, and in the former case when 
he does not sell at all the loss to him is 
much greater. Two cents a bushel on 
the above export would be £5,000, 
and three cents $7,500, and with each 
succeeding year as production increases 
the gain or loss will increase in pro- 
portion. 

As before stated the railway haul 
from the east to Edmonton is longer 
than to any other point in the Territor- 
ies, and consequently the freight 
charges from the manufacturing and 
wholesale centres of the East are high- 
er to this point than to any other in 
the Territories. They are ata lower 
rate per mile than to any other point, 
beeause the railway company graduates 
its charges on the principle of : The 
longer the haul the less the rate per 
mile ; but that does not alter the fact 
that we actually pay more than other 
points, or that the rate per mile which 
we get is in the ordinary way of busi- 
ness and according to fixed calculations. 
As to the great bulk of our imports we 
have no recourse from paying the rates 
charged on incoming freight. It may 
be that the rates charged are higher 
than are charged for like service for 
like distances, say in the States, or 
even over the C. TP. R. itself between 
the competing points of Winnipeg and 
Vancouver, but these questions may 
be laid over for the present, and the 
rate from Montreal and Toronto to EA. 
monton considered for the purposes of 
this argument as a fair rate. The 
point that it is desired to establish is: 
not that Edmonton is overcharged on in- 
coming freight, but thet it is not ac- 
corded any favor whatever as compared 
with any other point on the C. P. RB. 
*yslem. 

In regard to outgoing freight east 
ward we are allowed a rate proportion- 
ate to that allowed al] other points be- 
tween here and Port Arthuron a 
similar basis of calculation as on that 
coming in, namely the longer the haul 
the less the rate per mile, but the great- 
er the aggregate rate. That is to say, 
although Edmonton is allowed a very 
low rate per mile to Port Arthur and 
Montreal it still has to pay more cents 
a bushel to take its grain there than 
any other point in the Territories. It 
is not necessary to discuss just here 
whether the rate allowed by the rail- 
way on grain going east would be a 
paying rate for that company or 
whether after deducting that rate from 
the market price of produce in the east 
a living would be left for the Edmon- 
ton farmer. The railway company 
fixed the rate of their own will and 
according to their own calculations, and 
the Edmonton farmer does not want to 
ship his grain eastward because better 
prices can be obtained for his produce 
si the coast and intervening points

jand valuable reduction at the time, 
| but not what the district is entitled to 
according to the rates given on produce 
eastward. The rate to Port Arthur

To interior points in 
sritish Columbia the rate is still worse, 
'a higher rate being charged to points 
this side of the coast than to the coast 
itself. 

The farm produce hitherto consumed 
at the coast has been produced chiefly 
in Washington, Oregon and California. 
The same is true of the great West 
Kootenay mining region in the southern 
interior. The supply from these States 
has hitherto governed the markets. 
Coast prices last year gave a fair price 
to farmers here after deducting the 
freight, but prices there have fallen 
since and the fall has brought Edmon.- 
ton prices below what they should be. 
It is in eases such as this that a cent a 
bushel becomes an important considera- 
tion; and when the value of all the 
grain in the district is depreciated two 
and a half cents a bushel by the overs 
charge of the railway company the effect 
is seriously felt by all interests, 
and a hinderance to progress and 
prosperity exists which should be 
removed. 

It is no argument to, say as has been 
said on behalf of the railway company, 
that the price received by the farmers 
of the State of Washington for their 
produce sold in Vancouver is less than 
the price now being received by the 
Edmonton farmers. The question is 
not; What is the lowest price at which 
the farmer can produce grain in the 
Edmonton district and live? Nor; Do 
the farmers of Washington live at the 
prices they receive? The question is: 
“What rates are the farmers of EAl- 
monton entitled to pay to have their 
grain hauled to market?” That is 
where the matter begins and ends. 
Should they pay more to have their 
grain hauled west than to have it haul- 
ed east? They should pay a fair rate 
for the service rendered. Having paid 
that they are entitled to any protit 
there may be on account of the good- 
ness of the market. That is how a 
railway company figures when it has 
competition. It is only the railway 
that has no competition that fixes rates 
on the basis of a calculation as to what 
price a farmer can grow grain for and 
live, or what style of living he is en- 
titled to. It would strike almost 
anyone but a railroad man that if 
people have to pay greater rates for 
their imports than others they must be 
allowed less rates on their exports or 
they are placed ata serious disadvantage 
Edmonton can well affurd to pay high 
rates on its imports if it is allowed the 
corresponding advantage according toits
